branch of the government to take any 
position publicly on a matter pending 
in the legislative branch o£ the gov- 
ernment except In the shape ot a for- 
mal message to congress. 


But Harding has said publicly and 


repeatedly that he does not look with 
favor on any bonus bill that does not 
carry a specific provision of means 
to raise the money, and hai also said 
that he regards the sales ta^ as the 
only available means In sight. 


PREDICT VETO 


Further than this, those who have 


had a chance to make deductions from 
the president's manner—and some who 
have talked with 
him 
privately— 


make the prediction with great con- 
fidence tnat he will veto the bill If 
it comes to him in its presenf form 
The best judgment Is that this can be
